This is a decision on the "REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION Of PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT PURSUANT TO 37 CFR 1.705(d)," timely filed on March 10, 2006. Patentees 
request that the patent issuing from the above-identified patent application be afforded a patent 
term adjustment of thirteen hundred and eight (1308) days rather that the USPTO calculation of 
eight hundred and ninety-three (893) days. 

Patentees request for reconsideration is DISMISSED. The Office maintains that 893 days is the 
proper calculation of patent term adjustment at the time of the issuance of the patent. 

Patentees assert that 893 days is inaccurate because the Office failed to provide any additional 
time for the provisions of 37 CFR 1.702(b). Patentees assert that the patent issued 644 days 
beyond the three year anniversary date. Patentees assert that only 226 days of the days overlap 
with the 644 days due to exceeding the three year provision. Accordingly, patentees believe that 
an additional 415 days (664-229=415) should be added to the 893-day determination that the 
Office calculated for PTA. 

Patentees arguments are not persuasive. Patentees should be advised that if an application is 
entitled to an adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(1)(B), the entire period during which the 
application (except for periods excluded under 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(l)(B)(i)-(iii)), and not just the 
period beginning three years after the actual filing date of the application, is the period of delay 
under 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(1)(B) in determining whether periods of delay overlap under 35 U.S.C. 
154(b)(2)(A). Thus, any days of delay for Office issuance of the patent more than 3 years after 
the filing date of the application which overlap with the days of patent term adjustment accorded 
prior to the issuance of the patent will not result in any additional patent term adjustment. See 35 
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U.S.C. 154(b)(1)(B), 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(2)(A), and 37 CFR § 1.703(f). See also Revision of 
Patent Term Extension and Patent Term Adjustment Provisions; Final Rule, 69 Fed. Reg. 21704 
(April 22, 2004). Accordingly, because the amount of delay accrued exceeded the three year 
amount, the Office awarded no additional PTA under 37 CFR 1.702(b).
